The coolness of this proposition is 
refreshing. Four-fifths of the publica- 
tions in the press relative to railroads 
have always been a gratuity; yet it is 
sought to place the conductors in the 
attitude of menadicants. Unfortunate 
ly the press has at times been disgraced 
with a few hangers-on whose anxi- 
ety for free passes has caused them to 
play the ro/e of beggars; and the au- 
thor of _the above seems to have 
judged all by this standard. There is 
no journal of suffieient influence to be 


beneficial to railroads which is not in- 


dependent of them and all other corpo- 


rations. The efforis of mendicant jour- |

Its practical workings are the 
procurement from the press of much for 
little. When it no longer exists, news- 
papers will be paid, and liberally, for 
what they do to benefit other people’s 
business. Fair compensation for what 
the AVALANCHE does every year for a 
single railroad or steamboat line, or 
theater, would purchase as many passes 
as are used during that period by every 
member of the Memphis press. Thiscan 
be demonstrated by the facts and figures.

NASHVILLE, February 6.—An article in 
the Union and American, of this morning, 
intimating that Colonel John B. Brownlow 
wrote a letter to Rutter, in July last, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of two thousand 
dollars, created a good deal of sensation. 

In another quotation made from the 
same letter, Governor Brownlow thanks 
Rutter for information relative to certain 
financial matters. Cvlonel Brownlow, at 
first, pronounced the letter a forgery, and 
even Rutter said he did not remember 
having been thus written to, but the for- 
mer, on examining the handwriting, stated 
that it was really a letter written by him- 
self to Rutter, in acknowledgment of the 
receipt of twenty dollars on business con- 
nected with the Knoxville Whig, and that 
the Union and American had so punctu- 
ated the figures as to make the amount 
appear to be two thousand dollars. The 
matter was before the Investigating Com- 
mittee, who appeared satisfied with the 
explanation given. 

The card of Messrs. Arnell, Mullins and 
Nunn, which appeared inthe Cincinnati 
Commercial of yesterday, excites mingled 
merriment and indignation among those 
at the Capitol who are acquainted with 
the facts. Evenif the testimony of Messrs. 
Parham and Rutter before the Committee 
on School Fund was not enough to con- 
vict these theiving Congressmen, their 
own dispatches and letters, now in pos- 
session of the Committee, would be suffi- 
cient to send them to the penitentiary. 
Of one thing you may rest perfectly as- 
sured: they will all three be indicted by 
our Grand Jury before the close of the 
coming week. Their conviction is certain, 
if fair play is allowed. No matter what 
may be the action of the Investigating 
Committee or of the Legislature, all of the 
guilty parties will be vigorously prose- 
cuted by the attorney for the State. 

Controller Blackburn made apology to 
the House to-day, in writing, for infring- 
ing its dignity by attacking Mr. Brown, of 
Franklin, last Friday. The apology was 
accepted by the House, and the committee 
appointed to investigate the matter was 
discharged. The Controller made it plain 
enough, however, that he intended no 
apology to Brown. 

Little General Smith met with two igno 
minious defeats in the-House to-day. He 
induced Chiles to offer a resolution that 
the publication of the School Fund Com- 
mittee’s report be deferred until further 
orders, for the purpose of having the tes- 
timony therein contained, and that 
of the committee appointed under 
Singletary’s resolution printed together. 
The real object was to secure the suppres- 
sion ofthe entire report. Doughty favored 
the move on the ground that the develop- 
ments now being made were ruining the 
party in the State. After a long discus- 
sion, in which a good deal of bitter feeling 
was exhibited, the resolution was rejected 
by twenty-three ayes to thirty-seven nays. 

Smith's failure was in the rejection by the 
House of his joint resolution, which passed 
the Senate yesterday, for the appointment 
dfajoint select committee to investigate 
the charges made in the report ofthe School 
Fund Committee against officers and 
members of the General Assembly, as 
each house is judge of the conduct of 
its own members. The dodge was too 
transparent to succeed. 

Both investigating committees arc hard 
at work day and night, and further start- 
ling developments will be made. 
Associated Press Dispatch.) 

NASHVILLE, February 6.—Colonel Black- 
burn, the State Controller, sent to the 
House to-day a letter apologiziag for his 
breach of decorum in striking Representa- 
tive Brown for words spoken in debate. 
The apology was accepted, and the Com- 
mittee of Investigation dismissed. The 
affair was exaggerated, as only one blow 
was struck. 

The Union and American published an 
article this morning intimating that Col- 
onel John B. Brownlow had written a let- 
ter to Rutter, of school fund infamy, 
acknowledging the receipt of two thou- 
sand dollars, and that Governor Brownlow 
was not abovesuspicion.

authority forthe transfer of bonds, or for 
the exchange of mutilated or defaced 
bonds, and that the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury may issue upon such terms, and un- 
der such regulations, as he may from 
time to time prescribe, registered bonds 
in exchange for coupon bonds, which have 
been or may hereafter be lawfully issued, 
such bonds to be similar in all respects to 
the bonds under the acts authorizing the 
issue of the bonds offered for exchange. 

Sec 2. Be ut enacted, etc., That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall publish monthly 
a statement of the public debt, as it ex- 
isted at the close of the preceding month, 
in which statement United States bonds 
shall be classed as the funded debt, and 
the United States notes and fractional cur- 
rency notes issued for circulation shall be 
classed as the currency debt; the three per 
cent. certificates shall be classed as tem- 
porary loan debts, and all the debt that is 
past aue or will become due within the 
fiseal year—stating the same in detail— 
shall be classed as matured debt, and the 
interest on such matured debt shall cease 
afterit becomes due.

Mr. Hooper, from the Committee on 
Banking and Currency, reported a bill 
regulating the reports of National Bank- 
ing Associations, which he asked to be 
ordered to be printed and recommitted.

The bill giving an additional term to 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Eastern District of Arkansas was ae. 

On the motion of Mr. Edmonds, the Sen- 
ate took up the bill to relieve the Tenure 
of Office act. Mr. Edmonds said the bill 
as it had come from the House, pro sed 
to remove all restrictions from the Presi- 
dent in the exercise of the power of ap- 

intment and removal, and the Senate 

udiciary Committee had not thought 
it wise to do that, and had re- 
rted an amendment modifying the 

ill so as to permit the President to 
suspend a civil officer whenever, in his 
judgment, the public good may require it 
subject to the approval of the Senate, and 
without giving specific reasons for such 
suspension. The majority of the Com- 
mittee, of which he was not one, bad 
thought it fit that the heads of depart- 
ments should be subject to removal at the 
will of the incoming President alone, 
and had reported an amendment to that 
effect. The discussion continued until 
the expiration of the morning hour, when 
the Senate resumed the consideration of 
the constitationalamendment. Mr. Davis 
was entitled to the floor, but said he felt 
too unwell to speak and yielded to Mr. 
Doolittle. 

Mr. Williams fearing that the amend- 
ment proposed by him, to insert the words 
“native born’’ before *‘ citizens in the 
Constitutional amendment, as reported by 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, 
would not be understood, withdrew it.

Important Action of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce--- At- 
tention of Congress 

Invoked. 


Gevermment Aid to be Asked to 
Sustain State Bonds and Rebuild

The Chamber of Commerce, of Cincin- 
nati, held an important meeting last 
Thursday and took action upon a subject 
which vitally affects the people of the 
great Mississippi valley as well as the 
commercial interests of the whole country.
